The Tribunal 
reaffirms their decision that there should be no max hearings after 5 July except 
by special permission of the Commissioners, and one more announcement.

That's why I want to ak some questions regarding 
these groups of persons. Site when were the Abwehr Beauftragte in German industry’ 

A$ Military counter-intelligence determined such counter-intelligence agent’ ad 
activities since x8 1934-1935. Since approxima ely 1938 and 1939, the Gestapo Xxx also 
appointed such agents so that they also had some connection with the Gestapo. 

3 What did the duties of the counter-intelligence agents consist d: 


A It was their duty to see that the secret orders were kept and to guard against 


Did the Gestapo only have factual authority or did they issue directives? 
Yes, they were limited only to these specific tasks. 
In your opinion, could the counter intelligence ageng be considered part 
of tne Gestapo? 
No they were neither members nor employees of the Gestapo, but they were the 
executive employees of the factories.

Here and there the Gestapo instructed them in the dangers with which the factories 
might possibly be threatened. 
In conclusion of my question regarding the organization of the Gestapo, 1 

should like to ask you some very br&ef questions pertaining to tne RSHA, For ۵ 
purpose was the RSHA created: 

A It was created because the chief of the Security Police, Heydrich, desired 
all those different organizations which were attached to him to be fused as xm closely 
as possible. lt was a matter of the security office, security police in the Raich 
Minister of the Interior, second, the office of the Gestapo,xmt thirdly, the Reich 
Criminal Police Office and fourth, the SD Central Office. the only thing was that 
the Central Office, Security Police, was on a Ministerial level. The Gestapo office 
and Criminal officex wax were central executive authorities, and the SD central 
office was an SS office.

Yes, the Prussian Minister of the Interior propesed the law and I worked on 
it from the side of the Gestapo, 

Can you tell us, in one sentence, which were the officers of the Reich 
Minister of the Interior who worked on this outline’ 

A I only recall the name of Ministerial Counsel Dr. Ermet. 

Did you meet Assessor Dr,Gisevius: 

Yes, Gisevius was employed in the Prussian Ministry of the Interior in 1935. 

Did you have any meeting either in the line of business of privately with 
Gisev ius? 

Ag Yes, he called on mex several times in my office. 
3 Dr. Gisevius was heard as a witness in this trial. The asserstions, page 3 
and 8634, xk that everyone ought to have known what kind of agency he joined, what 
orders he might look forward to receiving if he entered the Gestapo are made. He 
said that it would have been very easy for anyone within a few days to find out that 
the Gestapo was a criminal organization. Did you ever discuss that sort of question 
with Dr. Giseviusx?hmeimockhexkinm I am referring to the time when you met him in 
1935 or 1936 in the line of duty%. 

Gisevius did not express such an opihion in the year 1935. To the contrary,Hé i 
had the impression that he would have liked to have played a part in the Gestapo and 
that his sentiments against the chiefs of the Gestapo, first Deihls and then Heydrich 
consisted of the fact that he would not care to use them in the ۰ 

You have several times discussed these cuestions with Gisevius: 


Yes.

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2 Mum You never felt that he wark sort of removed himself from the Gestapo 
considering £x it as he does now, a criminal organization? 
A No, 
Did the duties of the Gestapo after 1935 transform themself to such an extent 
that one might say the Gestapo became a criminal organization during the latter time? 
No, the duties of tie Gestapo remained the same x all times. It was divided 
in two areas of tasks, the first was the exeuutive task of the penal laws so far as 


they contained political facts. Regarding that the employees of the Gestapo acted as 


assistant employees of the state prosecution and on an equal basis. 

The second part of their duties was the tm protective police measure to xmmxx 
prevent political crimes. ‘his activity of the Gestapo too was regulated in manifold 
ways. The basic directive was that issued by the Reich President, and they were 
manifold duties. (Order issued in 1933.) 

the 

Protective custody was not/only & protective police measure that was applied, 

nor was it the one most frequently applied. Entirely outside of the police duties of 


the Gestapo, later on the Gestapo or individual members of the Cestapo were used to 


take certain executive measures by order of the state leadership. These executive 
for 
measures did not serve any police measures, but were/non-police political pupposes. 


The draft and the working out of the details did not originate with the Gestapo. As 


e 


an example, 1 call your attention to the arresting of the 20,000 Jews in the year ۸4 


That was not a police measure, but a political measure of the state leadership. The 
Gestapo merely was used for this executive action as, for instance, the military wa 
used for such purposes. Many non-police orders of later times are on the same level. 
The irrespective atanamous task of tie Gestapo xs, according to my knowledge, goes 

up to 1940, and it was always executed in the same way as it was during the first

1f L wish to submit to the court in kX its entirety 
the volume of the activities of the Gestapo, 1 must be given an opportunity to talk 
about the actiwities of the police and of the Gestapo with forein police, particularly 
since my cuestions are also regarding this chapter that prominent members of foreggn 
police were shown all installations of German police, a point which is very signifi- 
cant for the alleged criminality of the organization.

A I recall a conference in 1939 in which the representatives of Finkand, Sweden 
Norway, Denmark and Holland participated. 1t pertained to the sabotage of vessels 
in the Scandinavian areas. 

M. MONNERAY; Lf the witness is answering to the question of international 
collaboration with tther states, 1 do not see to what extent those answers are 
relevant to the criminal activities of the Gestapo. 1 think the Tribunal ruled 
already that the fact of the that Germany collaborated with foreign countries has 
no relevancy at all on ths trial here. 1 think this principle could be applied, 


also, to the Gestapo. 


BY Dt. VELSSGEHBER: 
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I now come to the following questions. First, were foreign police officials 
given an opportunity to be trained or instructed by the German Police? Second, were 
they given an opportunity to study concentration camps and other installations of 
the German Police? Perhaps I have two more questions regarding that subject. د‎ 
am asking these questions oh the basis of paragraph 63. 1 want to give the court 
an opportunity to decide whether they planned or committed crimes, and whether that 
was a matter of general knowledge. 

MR. RASUMOV: I consider the cuesticn of international relations as having 
nothing to do with the criminal activity of the Gestapo, and I personally agree with 
thé objection of the Prosecutor shat it is perfectly irrelevant and | think, Dr. 
Jeissgerber, you better eliminate this cuestion and go on to the other questions. 

Just a minute, 1 have something more to say. 1 would like to know, Dr. 
leissgerber, how much more x time are we goihg to spend for the examination oi this 
witness? It is now five to eleven ani I believe we are spending too much time for 
this witness. 

DR. WBISSGERBER: 1 answered yesterday to the question that I hoped to be 
through by 11:30. I interpreted the decision of the Commissioner that the questions 
which 1 put previously were not to be put again by me. 

MR. RASUMOV: That's right. 

DR. “EISSGERBER: 1 beg to ask the court whether or not these questions 
are admissible. 

MR. RASUMO/: Got on and read them, but don't let the witness talk internationa] 
policy. It really is absolutely irrelevant. Please go on.

Q. The Tridunal knows what that provision is so I won't read it. I 
continue quoting: 


"This formulation also outlines the task of Political Police Systems 
in other German countries for which this task assignment is to be concluded 
from the National Socialist conception of a Political Police, since a lega 1 
foxrmak& formulation is mostly missing." You wrote that and that was true, 
wasn't it? 

Ae Yese 

Qe Continuing quoting from page 421: "All attempts dangerous to the 
State are subject to the activity of the Political Police. ‘Dangerous to the 
State! is more than 'hostile to the State’! and includes not only undertakings 
with programs hostile to the State but also all attempts - no matter what their 
aim =- xmxkm which in their effects endanger the State. Not the State in its 
outward organic appearance bu the tasks of the leadership in the sense of the 
National Socialist idea is the object of protection." That was correct, wasn't 
it? 

Ae Yes. 

Qe No the point to that expression that I want to invite your attention 
to Dr. Best is this; You recognized, I am sure, the criminality of putting 
20,000 people in concentration camps just because they are Jews, don't you? 

A. I have expressed this measure as a non-police measure. 

BY THE.COMMISSIONER: 


Qe What do you call a non-police measure? 


Ae A measure which does not emanate from the police top authority or 


the police function. 
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BY LT COMDR HARRIS: 

Qe But you did not answer the question, which was that you do recognize 
that the placing of 20,000 people in coneatration camps just because they are 
Jews is criminal, don't you believe that? 

Ae It depends upon whether this question is to be answered by a moral or 
legal point of view. 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 
Answer the question in brief form, yes or no. 

Ae From our point of view, yes. From the legal aspect I would have to 
add a sentence, 

BY LT COMDR HARRIS: 
Q. Go ahead, let us see what your legal attitude is? 
Ae I stated yesterday that the police law of the National Socialist State 


Ideal 
can be explained only on the basis of National Socialist State , 


Of course this holds true for the law in general, 

so that if the National Socialist State concept of state is ruling, that question 
at least must be asked whether such a declaration of will or measure of the 

state leadership is not the form of law for the member of this state. 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

We do not allow you to make any speech on legal matters. What we want 
you to یت‎ 8 question of the prosecution about the 20,000 people who were 
put in coneentration camps. 

Ae’ It depends upon whom did it and I want to state that the executive 
organs in any ease which could not avoid executing this order at least were in 
the so-called self-defense of the sense of penal la w. 


BY LT COMDR RARRIS: 


Q. I am sure that the defense counsel will agree with me that the Gestapo 


/ 
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or at least the personnel of the Gestapo, were responsible for lining up these 
people and sending them to the concentration camps where they were murdered. 
You certainly would recognize that the murder of people simply because they 
were Jews is certainly criminal, even though it was ordered by Hitler or some 
person in a high state? Yes, a crime of a responsible person and that is true 
of xXkXxsfINNGxxX all of those crimes and the point that I am stressing is that 
you have on many occasions publicly stated that the purpose of the police in 
the National Socialist State is to carry out the will of the National Socialist 
leadership? 

Ae That is not correct. I have stated that the object to be protected 
is the state in its National Socialist forms, but that the police is not to be 
an executive organ arbitrarily selected for any task whether or not it is 8 
police functione 

Q. I have just read to you what you said in 1957 and now 1511 pass to 
something else you saide This cuotation appears on page 424; 
"The duties of the political police and the necessary means for their performance 
are not chosen freely but are prescribed by the foe. XHAKK Just as the opera- 
tions of an army against the outward enemy and the means to fight this enemy 
can not be prescribed, so the Political Police also must have free hand in the 
choice of the means necessary at times to fight attempts dangerous to the State." 
And two lines,later: "And it thus has the right to take all necessary measures 
for this fight as long as there are not any expressly contrary regulations." 
Now this concept of the means which the Gestapo would use in the National 
Socialist State as an unregulated one is the reason why the Gestapo was authorized 
to throw people into concentration camps without judicial proceedings and to 


use third degree interrogations and to take other similar action from tine to 


time? 
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Ae I mumxankx again want to point out that the arres of 20,000 Jews 
in November of 1959 was not wanted by the police and was not considered 
necessary by the police, consequently this phrase which wes quoted here does 
not cover this event at all. What I mean is that the police measures have $o 
be in accordance with the methods of the enemy, for instance, the conspiracy 
methods, to be able to combat the dangers arriving. It was a matter of course, 
so much so that I did not think it necessary to mention that the individual 
employee Exmxnk could not erbitrate, but that a directive of the general kind 
had to be issued which were appropriate to combat these methods o? the enemy. 

Qe Yes, but you say we are not talking about the individual member of the 
police who may have done something arbitrarily we are talking about the Gestapo 
itself as an organization which is, as you have said in your writings, kx an 
almost complete text concerning the means which it would use to carry out its 
tasks and terms for protecting the leadership of the National Socialist State? 

Ae I do not understand the sense of the question. 

Qe 1511 read the question again to see if you understand it. 

(Question read again in German). 

Ae Within the framework of orders and directives which were issued 
through channels. 

Qe Let me call your attention to what you said in this article on page 
425; “According to kind and purpose the measures taken by the Political Police 
can logically be subject to a check only by their own channels of administrative 
supervision," Then follows your explanation of the legal reasons for this state- 
ment in Prussie and the other German countries. That was true, wasn't it? 


Ae Yes, that was the existing State of law. The supervision went to all 


channels up to and including Hitler. 
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0. So long as the activities of the Gestapo were consistent with the 
maintaining of Hitler and his group in power, the Gestapo had a pretty generally 
free hand in political police mm circles within the so-called Third Reich? 

A. I again have to repeat, within the framework of orders and directives 
every area was handled differently. 

Qe You say that this provision in the decree that the Gestaop was to 
administer the concentration camps never came into effect and I want to call 
your attention to the statement you made in this article. This is what you 
said on page 450; "The Secret State P olice administers the State Concentration 
Camps through the Inspector of the Concentration Camps who is affiliated with 
the Office of the Secret State Police." Do you remember making that statement, 
Doctor? 

Ae Yes, it actually was not executed in practice. This was written 
obviously at a time when the Chancellor of Secret State Police wanted to have 
the concentration camps subordinate to km him but it can be proven by many 
important documents thatHimmler has never fulfilled this wish. 

I want to call your attention to this statement which you made in‏ .م 
your book; "As long as the police carries out the will of the leadership it‏ 
is acting legally. Should it overstep the leadership than it is no longer 8‏ 
muxkkax police matter, but it is mm considered an act‏ 
of a breach of duty by the police." Do you remember making that statement?‏ 

Ae Yes, this refers to my theory which is mentioned in the book. That 
on the basis of the concept of the National Soclialist State right is made when 
the State leadership with the intention of making a law in a certain sphere 


voices its will. The will must be present to make police law according to 
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Which the Police has to act. An individual order referring to a matter which 
is not a matter of police law does not come within this paragraphe 

0. You also state in your book what the requirements were of police 
among which you include fitness and membership in the NSDAP or one of its 
branchese That is correct, isn't it? 

Ae I do not believe that I have spoken of membership but perhaps only 
of the fitness for it. As 5 matter of fact there was no such condition for 
being employed by the police. 

Qe The fact is that these were requirements, weren't theyy 

Ae No, they were not requirements. 

Qe Well they are on page 85 of the book. It begins right under large 
paragraph Ae 

Ae In practice it was not done at that time, Whether at that time it 
was an actual recuirement or only & plan I do not know. Of course I have de- 
scribed the development of the police force the way it was just happening at 
that time. There are points in this book which merely express the tendency 
and not the actual state of affairs and I again want to repeat that this book 
is merely a private piece of work. 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

Qe What do you mean a private piece of work? 

Ae A theoretical work by my private self, 
BY LT COMDR HARRIS: 

Q. I want to invite your attention to a quotation on page 109. Before 7 
read I want to ask you if it isn't true that in the various schools that the 


members of the Gestepo were trained in the National Socialist State ideology 


and also in the SS concepts? 
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Ae To the same extent in which it happened in every state school and 
in every civil service school in Germany. I want to point out that the so- 
called leader school of the security police,which is the professional school 
for all new candidates, did not even employ special teachers for criminology 
and ideology ideas, but the criminology experts also had to teach that on the 
side, 

8٩۰ As a matter of fact, ideology training of the police was handed 
Ex by the SS? 

A. No, not people outside of the police, I do not know whether the 
people that were already at that school were members of the SS; could only 
have been a part of it because I have already said that out of 20,000 fit men, 
9,000 came x under the so-called assimilation decree when war broke out. 

Q. The resson I am asking you this is to bring out the fact that irre- 

۱ the conception of 
spective of /the ideology training of the Gestapo members wes the same as that 
in the SS leadership. Isn't that true? 

Ae Only the new candidates received ideology instruction. The old 
officiels no longer received instruction and that was its larger half. 


Q. I'll just read in the record what you said in your book on page 109; 


۱ The ideology training of the members of the police is taken care of by and 


is conducted uniformly by an office of the SS leadership." 


That is not 5 matter of opinion, that is a matter of fact, were you telling the 
truth then? 
Ae No. I have read only of a planning that was just coming to life. 


Himmler wanted the so-called settlement of the SS which at the same time dealt 


with these proposals of training. Himmler wanted this office to submit 
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material for training to the police. When at the the end of/1940 I left the 
security police nothing like that had arrived. 

Q. I want to ask you questions about this so-called administrative and 
executive members of the Gestapo. The administrative members performed essential 
functions for the organization as a whole, didn't they? 

Ae They have fulfilled the functions which I submitted yesterday. That is 
to say all functions pertaining to personnel and the real needs of the organization. 

Q0. The point I am making is that the so-called executive members could not 
have carried out their functions unless there was somebody to perform the 
administrative functions? 

Ae Just like the other officials he hss to receive a salary. 

Qe It is also true that within the Gestapo men were transferred around 
from office to office, from function to function? 

Ae Yes, but only within their qualifications. One could not have the 
administrative official fulfill the duties of an executive. 

border 

Qe Exactly. However, if a man was a member of the so-cellod 12 
police he could just as well perform executive functions there as in a Gestapo 
regional office, couldn't he? 

Ae Yes, that was very possible. 

6. As a matter of fact, there were men transferred back from the border 
police to other points? 

Ae No, at least until the outbreak of the wer only in one direction. One 
could not transfer any one away from the border police. Also the Ahwehr 


of the police remained as is because one could not spare the specialists. 


Qe Do you know of any case where a member of the police received disciplinary 


action because he refused to accept a transfer? 
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Ae No, f do not recall a single case. 

Qe You do not recall what could have happened. Perhaps the worst was 
that he could have lost his job, was that so? 

^. That would heve been the normal thing, but if he had taken a demon- 
strative action police action would have been taken against him. 

QO. Did I meskx understand you to say that the members of the border police 
were taken from the Gestapo itself? 

A. Mo, to the largest extent, partly from the Gestapo people, and partly 
from new candidates. At the outbreak of the war it was about fifty-fifty. 

Qe You knew with kx respect to this order of the third degree interroga&- 
tion that the reason it was put into effect was because the various Gestapo 
offices were carrying out unregulated third degree tactics on their own? 

Ae No, that could not possibly have been the reason because Heydrich 
mentioned as a reason to me that during that period conspiratorial associations 
had been found and in order to discover them it was necessary to catch up to 
the next man as quickly as possible.

Q. Let me call your attention to Document of 1942 which I want to/you. 
perhaps the point of distinction is that it concerned the Srd degree methods 
in occupied territory.

Qe You did know up to the time you left, that it was common practice to 
put hardened p risoners in concentration camps together with political prisoners? 
The Answer is yes? 

Ae Yes. 

Qe And you also know that these hardened criminals who were commonly known 
as — Kapo maintained much of the discip line within the camp by use of brute 
force on political prisoners, didn't you? 

Ae No, 1 knew nothing about it since I was completely ignorant of the 
orgenization and administration details inside the concentration campe I once 
received a report which wes interesting to me around the end of 1937 or the be- 


ginning of 1938. I personally saw to it thet the former pr. Miehrendorf 


wes dismissed from a concentration camp and at that time I have discussed matters 
pertaining to arrest with Dr. Miehrendorf, ° He told me that he had studied 
philosophy and history in the camp and that he had been doing some writing, a play. 
His words indicated to me that the immates of Buchenwald were not being 
treated badly. 

Qe In other words, that is the extent of your investigation of conditions 
in concentration camps? Since the conditions in concentration camps were the 
responsibility of the inspector you did not think you had to acquaint yourself? 

Ae If I would have received complaints which would have made me aware of 


bad situations I would have, no doubt, attempted - though I neither had the com- 


petency or the power, to improve matters, but among all the personal obligations 
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which I had received at that time there was no description of such miserable 

situations from the concentration camp even when release from a concentration 
camp was petitioned for. I had no motive to mix into these things which did 

not come within my official duties. 

Qe That is the seme reason why Heydrich did not investigate conditions 
in the concentration camps or the members of the Gestapo, because it was not 
within their jurisdiction? 

Ae I do not know whether or not Heydrich had at his disposal other records 
than I had. As I know Heydrich and his temperament I think that for reasons 
of his influence he would have undertaken something if an opportunity had 
offered itself. I assume that since the outbreak of the war he did not have 
the chance to interest himself in these things. 

Qe Dr. Best, I want to ask you just one or two additional questions and 
I am basing these on the very interesting statements you made in your book 
about the fact thet after the National Socialist revolution it was no longer 
a question of law but a question of faith whether the leadership laid down the 
right rules and that misuse of this great power would, because of violations 
of laws of life, be punished in history by fate itself. Yesterday you said 
that you were right when you wrote that prophetic statement and I take it that 
in making that statement you acknowledged that the Nazi leadership did violate 
tho lews of life and for that reason fate has brought punishment? 

Ae Yes, this leadership has sinned against the laws of life and consequently 
fate has punished. 

Qe Your position is, as I gather, that although the Gestapo was a 
principal, if not the principal agency, for carrying out the will of this 
leadershipg it may be excused of responsibility as a criminal organization 


because after all all it did as an organization was to carry out the will of ~ 


the Nagi leadership? 
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Ae Noe I am being misunderstood. What I did say was this. I do not 
wish to argue whether the orders of decrees or directives issued by the leader- 
ship are crimes in the sense of the penal code, but it is the first tire in 
history thet a sovereign government is being kue judged on the basis of penal 
law. The only thing that I wish to bring forth for the executive organs, that 
the individual executive organs must be conceded the basis of not being punish- 
able because of a state of emergency under which they acted. The Gestapo only 
was an executive instrument because of those measures which today and from a 
moral point of view are criticized as crimes, did not arrive from the police 
authorities but were ordered by higher authorities, 

Qe Yes, but were carried out for the purpose of serving the will of the 
leadershipg which as you said were the primary tasks of the Gestapo? 

Ae NO, I say that it was و‎ non=police measure which was outside of its 
real task. They had to fulfill this or could not omit fulfilling it, otherwise 
they would have paid for it with their lives.

Q I want to call your attention to this statement which you made in 
your books “As long as the police carries out the will of the leadership it 
is acting legallye. Should it overstep the leadership then it is no longer a 
police natter, but it is considered an act of a breach of duty by the polices" 
Do you remember making that statement? 

Yes, this refers to my theory which is mentioned in the book,‏ ده 
That on the basis of the concept of the National Socialist State right is‏ 
made when the State leadership with the intention of making a law in a certain‏

Q You also state in your book what the requirenents were of 
police among which you include fitness and membership in tho NSDAP or one of 
its branchese , That is correct, isn't it?

Q The reason I am asking you this is to bring out the fact that

That is not a natter of opinion, that is a natter of fact, wore 
you telling the truth then?

Q Did I understand you to say that the members of the border police 
were taken from the Gestapo itself? 

A No, to the largest extent, partly from the Gestapo poo^le, and 
portly from new cancidatese At the outbreak of the war it was about fifty-—fifty. 

Q You knew with respect to this order of tho third degree 
interrogation that the reason it was put into effect was because the varicus 
Gestapo offices were carrying. out unreculated third degree tactics on their own? 

A No, that could not possibly have been the reason UA 
Heycrich mentioned as a reason to ne that during that period conspiratorial 
assodations had been found and in order to discover them it was necessary to 
catch up to the next man as quickly as possible, 

Q Let ne call your attention to Document of 19l2 which I want to 
show youe Perhans the of distinction is that it concerned the 3rd degree 
methods in occupied territorye This document starts out as follows: "In view 
of the variety of methods used to date in Cracov and in order to avoid excesses 
and also to protect the commander of the security police and the SDe Then 
follow the same regulations which ve have been discussinge That looks like they 
were trying to prevent excesses which had taken place previously in 
intorrorations? 

A I cannot make any statement in regard to that -since I had nothing 
to do with security polico since I loft, 

Q You did know up to the time you left, that it was common practice 
to put hardened prisoners in concentration camps together with political prisoner: 


The answer is yes? 
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Q And you also know that these hardened criminals who were 
commonly known as Kapo maintained muci. of the discipline within the camp by 
use of brute force on political priscrers, didn't you? 

À No, I knew nothing about it since I was completely ignorant 
of tho organization and administration dctails inside the concentration Calpe 
I once received a report which was interesting to me around the end of 1937
